Rules Liquor Act 
Can Be Placed 
on Nov. 3 Ballot 


Little Hock, Oct. 12 — (/P)— The 
supremo court held today in a foui 
to three decision that a prbposec 
initiated act to faciliate calling o 
local option elections on liquor 
beer and wine should be placec 
on the Nov. 3 general 
election 
ballot. 
' 


Overruling allegations made by 
the Arkansas Malt Beverage Asso 
ciation in an original action, the 
tribunal ruled that the ballot tile 
was sufficient and had the proposa 
contained the required number o 
voters' signatures. 


The association charged, in i 
suit brought in the name of J. H 
Sturdy, Pulaski county taxpayer 
that 15,838 of the 27,327 signatures 
to the petition wei'e illegal. At leasi 
16,192 legal names were required 
to initiate the proposal. 


The majority opinion, written by 
Associate Justice J. S. Holt, said 
there was only one theory upon 
which insufficiency ;of the petitions 
could be upheld. This was that all 
the signatures on a. petition sheet 
3d declared invalid if two or more 
names on the sheet appeared to 
be in the same handwriting. 


Association attorneys cited pre- 
vious court rulings in support of 
.his contention, including a ruling 
made two years ago when the asso- 
ciation successfully challenged suf- 
ficiency of petitions to initiate a 
somewhat similar proposal. 
The 


Association charged that 10,381 of 
the signatures to this year's peti- 
tion were void for this reason 


The majority opinion called at- 


ention to a statement by associa- 
ion attorneys that 
'the ransac- 
lons complained of were mere ir- 
regularities induced by overzeal- 
ousness and that no crime 
was 
committed," and added: 


If there were no wilful viola 


lions of the Jaw by those who cir- 
culated the petitions, then it can- 
not be said that an occasional dupli- 
cation of names nullifies the en- 
tire sheet upon which a long list 
of electors had, 
in good faith, 


petitioned for submission of the 
question at issue. 


"Now it may be conceded that 


undisputed testimony 
establishes 
the fact that names appear on the 
petition not signed by the party 
whose name appears; but if this 
were not done with the wrongful 
intent and with connivance be- 
tween the signer and the circulator, 
we think only the particular names 
wrongfully signed should be strick- 
en and not all the names appear- 
ing on that pettiion. 


'If this rule is adopted, and we 
adopt it, there remain on the pars 
of the petition, collectively consid- 
ered, a sufficient number of names 
to require the submission of the 
act to the electorate." 


Discussing the association's con- 


tention that the ballot 
was 
in- 
valid because it was 'vague and 
incomplete,'" the court said: 
"In the ballot title before us it 
is clear and certain that it is pro- 
posed to amend the local option 
laws on the subject of prohibiting 
the manufacture, sale or the bar- 
tering, loaning or giving away of 
intoxicating liquors and to provide 
penalties for violation of the law 
or territory made dry under the 
act. This we think is sufficient. The 
details of the act need not be re- 
cited as is 
general 
purpose is 
clearly stated." 


The proposal, sponsored by the 
Arkansas Anti-Saloon League would 
reduce from 35 to 15 per cent the 
number of qualified electors in a 
town, city or county required to 
call a local option election. It also 
would re-enact into a single law 
all the various acts legalizing sales 
of liquor, beer and wines to 'permit 
a vote on all at the same time. 


A dissenting opinion, written by 
Justice Frank G. Smith and con- 
curred in by Justices Tom Mehaffy 
and E. L. McHaney, declared that 
where two or more names appeared 
to be in the same handwriting, the 
entire petition "loses its presump- 
tion of verily and all the names 
appearing on such petition would 
be stricken unless it were other- 
wise shown that certain signatures 
on the petition were valid and 
should be counted; but there is

FDR May Discuss 
Second Front, 
Drafting Youths

Washington, Oct. 12 — (ff>)— 
The 


White House indicated today that 
a presidential fireside chat tonight 
would touch the issues of a second 
front and the drafting of young 
men of 18 and 19 for the armed 
forces. 


President Roosevelt gave over 
most of the day to finishing the 
address, scheduling only one con- 
ference. 
Significantly, 
that was

war manpower mobilization, and 
with Brigadier General Lewis B. 
Hershey, Selective Service director. 
Presidental Secretary

Early indicated that the problem 
of manpower would be covered in 
the address, along with Selective

a statement pertaining to politics 
in his own state of New York. 


While the chief executive said at 


a recent press conference that the 
fireside chat would not be in the 
nature of a general war review, 
Early's remark about a second 
front suggested that the chief exe- 
cutive might 
have 
decided to 
broaden his subject matter to some 
extent.

utes, starting at 9 p, m. (Central 
War Time.) 


Mr Roosevelt said in announcing 
he talk, before the date was set, 
hat he probably would deal with 
lalf a dozen or more topics. A

The action gave effect to a dis- 
charge petition circulated last year 
and signed by the 218th house mem- 
ber last month. The petition was 
circulated shortly after the bill was 
introduced early in 1941 by the 
last Representative Geyer (D-Cal.) 
Under the procedure, four hours 


of debate on the bill itself 
will 
proponns and Representative Cox 
(D-Ga) heading the opposition. 
Today's vote came after south- 
ern members sought unsuccessfully 
to block consideration with parlia- 
mentary moves. First day ques- 
tioned the propriety of the dis- 
charge petition because some of 
the 218 signers are no longer in- 
congress. They raised 
the point 
that technical rules had not been 
followed. On all points, Speaker 
Rayburn over-ruled them.
